George — the club he 
has scored the most 
goals against — in a 2-1 
defeat on June 12 this 
year in the colours of his 
current club, Sydney 
Olympic. 

To date, Kosmina has 


265 National League 
appearances to his 
credit. 

Only the third player 
to have worn the green- 
and-gold more than a 
hundred times, Kosmi- 
na’s good form earned 
him a recall to the natio- 
nal team for the Olym- 
pic qualifiers after a year 
on the sidelines. 


A veteran of three 
World Cup campaigns 
(1978, 82 and 86), he is 
easily the all-time top 
goalscorer in the Natio- 
nal League (Charlie 
Eagan is second, with a 
“mere” 82 goals). 

After spending a sea- 
son with England’s 
Arsenal, where 
homesickness got the 
better of him, he re- 
turned to sign for a re- 
cord fee with Sydney 
City where he won two 
NSL titles in 1981 and 
1982. 

He joined Olympic 
when the Slickers folded 
18 months ago. 

Surprisingly, he has 
never won individual 
player honours in the

AUSTRALIA recorded its first victory on 
New Zealand soil since 1976 when the Soc- 
ceroos defeated the All Whites 2-1 in Dune- 
din last Wednesday in the first leg of the 


Trans-Tasman Cup. 


An under-strength 
Australia did well to win 
— much easier than the 
score indicates — de- 
spite a decided lack of 
motivation after their 
exhilirating Olympic 
campaign. 

The New Zealanders 
were as determined as 
ever to burst the bubble, 
of their traditional neme- 
sis, but lack of match- 
play caught up with 
them and they rarely 
posed a threat to a com- 
posed Australian de- 
fence minus skipper 
Charlie Yankos, side- 
lined after’ his two yellow 
cards in Korea, and ’flu- 
stricken Mike Petersen.

long. 


New Zealand’s

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NSW leads the way with 
Gary Power's appointment

THE New South Wales @occer Federation, as part of its continuing commitment to the 
development of Soccer in the state, has appointed leading FIFA referee Gary Power as its 
Referees’ and Schools’ Development Officer. 


The Federation, 
which is responsible for 
the totality of the sport 
in NSW, felt that was 
one particular area to 
which not enough atten- 
tion had been paid and 
where major improve- 
ment was needed. 

This failure has now 
been remedied and the 
appointment of the 37- 
year-old Power as a full- 
time employee of the 
NSWE confirms the 
progressive, new-look of 
Soccer administration in 
the “premier” State. 

Gary Power is only 
the latest addition to the 
dynamic young team 
NSW Federation presi- 
dent John Constantine 
has assembled to lead 
the code well into the 
1990s and beyond. 

NSW becomes the 
first state to make a con- 
certed effort in re- 
fereeing education and 
schools development — 
areas not properly 
attended to in the past. 

The Federation sifted 
through several applica- 
tions and conducted in- 
depth interviews before 
settling on Power. 

“It was a difficult 
choice because there 
was no lack of qualified 
applicants whose 
credentials were im- 
pressive,” said NSW 
Federation general man- 
ager Ian Holmes. 

“We had targetted 
people with a back- 
ground in the schools 
system who also had 
high refereeing stan- 
dards. Gary Power fit- 
ted the bill on both 
counts.” 

The new Referees’ 
and Schools’ Develop- 
ment Officer’s priorities 
will be five-fold, 
namely: 

1/ To develop in con- 
junction with ALL re-

ferees the Federation’s 
up-to-date training 
materials to ensure that 
EVERY level of foot- 
ball in NSW enjoys uni- 
form refereeing. 

2/ To liaise with 
schools and set in place 
a system for the in- 
troduction of coaching, 
training and refereeing 
programmes. 

3/ To enter universi- 
ties and colleges of adv- 
ance learning for the 
purpose of getting their 
training programmes in 
place there as well. 

4/ To liaise and imple- 
ment coaching program- 
mes in conjunction with 
the AASRF (amateur 
and junior referees). 


5/ To forge a link be- 
tween the AARSF and 
the ASRF (senior re- 
ferees) to ensure a con- 
tinuing supply of trained 
referees. 


More than enough to 
keep Power fully occu- 
pied, since the position 
doesn’t compel him to 
retire from active re- 
fereeing. 

He will continue to 
officiate at national and 
international levels as he 
has done since 1980 
domestically and 1984, 
the year he received 
FIFA’s coveted stamp of 
approval. 

Power, a secondary 
teacher at Liverpool 
Girls High School, is 
married to Sue and lives 
in Helensburgh, in Syd- 
ney’s southern suburbs. 

Born in 1951, he was 
educated at Miranda 
Primary and Port Hack- 
ing High, attended 
Westmead Teachers’ 
College and graduated 
from the University of 
New England in Armi- 
dale. 

He also had primary 
teaching stints at Pen- 


shurst, Narwee, Bonnet 
Bay and Tharawal. 

His background 
makes him eminently 
suited for the important 
task he is about to 
tackle. 

His experience in 
both primary and secon- 
dary teaching has equip- 
ped him with a range of 
teaching strategies that 
will enable him to select 
the most appropriate 
method to convey in- 
formation to a wide vari- 
ety of audiences. 

This has resulted in 
invitations to lecture 
groups of diverse age 
and experience, from 
children in Soccer camps 


to television audiences 


(“Captain Socceroo”), 
to club committees to 
Class 1 referees. 

Power’s teaching 
career has necessitated 
writing and developing 
effective teaching/lear- 
ning programmes — 
something he will be re- 
quired to do extensively 
in his new job. 

University studies, 
particularly in psycholo- 
gy, education and 
sociology, have de- 
veloped his ability to 
convey meaning and 
concepts through the 
written form. 

Teaching, by its very 
nature, requires exper- 
tise in oral communica- 
tion — another depart- 
ment Power is well en- 
dowed in as his demand 
as a speaker and lecturer 
demonstrates. 

This ability to de- 
velop, and put in place, 
programmes which will 
assist in the promotion 
of the code at primary 
and second school level 
make him a most attrac- 
tive choice. 

On the refereeing 
side, Gary started off in 
1964 as a cadet referee 
in the Sutherland Shire, 
a hotbed of junior Soc- 
cer. 

Five years later, he 
was the youngest referee 
ever to officiate in Pre- 
mier League and his 
career was well and truly 
on its way. 

In 1971 he joined 
Federation ranks and 
once promoted to 
Group 1 he just took off 
and by 1980 he was a 
teferee in the National 
League. 

Four years down the 
road, he won the co- 
veted FIFA badge, but 
1988 was the really big 
year with two Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup assign- 
ments, including the 
memorable Australia v 
Argentina, and a second 
NSL grand final. 

Power’s duties, in a 
nutshell, will entail de- 
veloping and im- 
plementing programmes 
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designed to facilitate the 
recruitment, and im- 
prove performance, of 
referees at all levels in 
NSW. 

Hand in hand with 
this vital task will be the 
development and put- 
ting in place of equally 
important programmes 
which will assist in the 
promotion of the code at 
primary and secondary 
school level. 

Gary Power’s 
teaching experience; 
ability to plan and im- 
plement teaching prog- 
rammes; experience at a 
high level as a referee; 
ability to communicate 
fluently in written and 
oral forms; high-level in- 
terpersonal skills and 
the ability to communi- 
cate ideas all point to 
him performing a ster- 
ling job. 

He certainly starts off 
with the good wishes of 
this newspaper and the 
goodwill of everyone in 
the NSW _ football 
family.

SUNSHINE George Cross has reacted angrily to 
suggestions that the NSL might force it from its 
Chaplin Reserve home for 1989. 


Press reports have 
Suggested that a recent 
fact-finding tour by NSL 


~ general manager Peter 


Russell has resulted in 
four Melbourne club 
grounds being found to 
be of an unacceptable 
standard. 

Three of the clubs — 
Melbourne Croatia, Pre- 
ston Makedonia and 
Footscray JUST — are in 
the process of either up- 
grading their grounds to 
meet the new NSL criteria 
or, in the case of Mel- 
bourne Croatia, are mov- 
ing to a new home to 
satisfy the new stringent 
standards. 

Russell has been 
quoted as saying that the 
new standards would be 
enforced at the end of 
1988 and that the NSL 
would refuse any move to 
push back that date. 

The NSL rule coming 
into force is that each 
ground must have seat- 
ing for 3,000 fans, with at 
least 1,000 of the seats 
under cover. 

That ruling leaves only 
George Cross with a 
problem. 

That club, although it 
has agreed to terms with 
the local council for a new 


complex, needs one 
more season before it 
can move off its Chaplin 
Reserve home. 

It is an impossible 
situation for George 
Cross because the land is 
owned by Victorian Rail- 
ways which has refused 
the club a further lease 
and will not permit Sun- 
shine to upgrade the faci- 
lities. 

Not surprisingly, club 
president Alf Zahra is 
furious about the 
speculation on his club’s 
future in the western 
Suburbs. 

“In a nutshell Preston, 
Heidelberg, Footscray, 
Melbourne Croatia and 
Blacktown — and a few 
more besides — are not 
up to scratch as well at 
this stage, so we'll have 
to see what happens”’, 
Zahra told ASW this 
week. 

“At the moment I'm not 
too concerned about the 
press reports and Peter 
Russell is just one admi- 
nistrator. 

“It's all very nice to say 
these things but there's a 
long way to go on the 
issue yet. 

“How can they make 
clubs play away from 


their home grounds when 
they are trying to raise the 
revenue to do the type of 
work they want anyhow? 

“If we stop getting the 
revenue what do we do? 

“It’s not easy for any 
club at the moment. In the 
long run if the ground isn’t 
up to scratch, who is 
suffering: the league or 
the club itself? 

“‘There have been 
many times when we'd 
have liked better facilities 
out here — we could 
have doubled our crowds 
for the big games if we'd 
had the facilities. 

“As | said: it's not the 
league that’s losing, it's 
the clubs.” 

Zahra says he has sent 
a submission to the 
league requesting 12 
months exemption to stay 
at Chaplin Reserve whilst 
its new complex on the 
old Sunshine tip site 
takes shape. 

“If they give us the 
twelve months we'll be 
able to provide exactly 
what the league is asking 
for,”’ Zahra explained. 

“I’ve spoken many 
times to the mayor, lan 
Hill, and he has assured 
me the new ground will 
be ready for us at the end 
of 1989. 

“What do | do? Keep 
ringing him every day to 
ask if we can move in?”

SMONEND ERG’ 


The easy way to stop smoking

PRESTON Makedonia hopes that its ‘new © 
broom’ policy will reap the same rewards as_ 


befell South Melbourne Hellas after Middle 
Park's sensational seven-player jumble sale last 


summer. 


It is history now that 
Hellas sacked seven of its 
most experienced players 
close to 12 months ago 
and then came within a 
whisker of snatching the 
1988 NSL title. 

It is clear Preston is 
hoping to follow that 
same path after dropped 
its bombshell that nine 
players have been trans- 
fer-listed, including a few 
tried and true champions. 

The shock-waves are 
still reverberating around 
Connor Reserve, 
although the Preston 
hierachy is keen to play 
down the whole affair as a 
purely business decision. 

But, as there was at 
Hellas last year for many 
weeks after the event, 
there remains a mood of 
simmering anger amongst 
all involved and the 
legacy will live on for 
some time to come. 

I have my own opinions 
about the whole business. 

The club has made its 
decision as it has every 
right to make. 

But, in many ways, I 
believe Makedonia was 
deceitful in its dealings 
with some of the players. 

John Stewart, for ex- 
ample, was strung along 
with promises of what was 
to come next year until 
the fateful ‘no longer re- 
quired’ letter hit home. 

Ronnie Campbell 
couldn’t have bent over 
backwards or done more 
to help the club in his 
final days on the active 
list. 

To me there is little 
that can justify such harsh 
treatment, but that’s only 
one opinion. 

What I do know is that 
there is anger. 

Anger from the club 
because it has come in for 
its share of criticism; 
anger from the nine play- 
ers outed because of the 
way the business was car- 
ried out and because of 
the broken promises of 
‘no sackings’; anger from 
the disillusioned fans 
who’ve rung me deman- 
ding to know what is 
happening with some of 
their own favourite play- 
ers and where the club is 
heading. 

Preston spokesman 
John Gloufcev is no fool, 
and he fully realises the 
club will be dealt with 
eyen more harshly should 
it fail after ditching the 
likes of Stewart, Camp- 
bell, Stuart Stevenson, 
Steve Gojevic, Mike 
McLelland and Con Opa- 
sinis (although the latter 
had expressed a desire to 
leave anyway). 

“Only time will tell if 
we’re right or not,”” 
Gloufcev told ASW. 

“Right or wrong deci- 
sions have to be made and 
we have made one of the 
harder ones.” 

He dismisses as “hog- 
wash’”’ suggestions that 
four coaches in two years 
and this massive clear-out 
of players has given the 
club an air of instability. 

“‘We are the most 
stable club in Mel- 
bourne’’, he says de- 


fiantly. 

“Right now there are 
players actually ringing us 
up to see if they can come 
to us. Is that instability? 
What a lot of crap.” 


Ex-coach 


One man who has hard- 
ly been outspoken about 
anything at anytime is for- 
mer coach Ernie Merrick. 

But the quietly-spoken 
Merrick was one of the 
first to speak out when 
the news filtered through 
to him. 

“When this committee 
took over it came in on a 
platform of stability,” 
said Merrick, who was 
summarily dismissed from 
the club back in April. 

“T’ve really had a laugh 
at that statement in the 
press about the sackings 
being in the best interests 
in the long-term future of 
the club. 

“How long is long-term 
to them — three weeks 
into next season?” 

What has surprised 
Merrick and a number of 
others I’ve spoken to 
since the club announced 
its transfer list are the 
now apparent divisions 
amongst the players. 

It is clear there has 
been plenty of behind- 
the-scenes lobbying of the 
players by officialdom to 
keep them onside. 

“T think that has sur- 
prised me the most,” says 
outed John Stewart. 

“It’s really making me 
wonder because I’ve had 
no contact with any of the 
people I thought were my 
friends at the club. 

“And I now know for a 
fact that a number of 
them knew beforehand 
what was going to 
happen. 

Merrick admits being 
surprised the situation 
had developed. 

“Tt seems that there has 
been plenty of change 
since I left,’’ Merrick 
said. 

“T thought one of the 
main things when I was 
there was that the players 
were a tight bunch and 
very supportive of each 
other. Things have 
obviously cracked up a bit 
and some divisions have 
been created.” 

Like Ronnie Campbell, 
John Stewart admits to 
being hurt and bitter ab- 
out the whole experience. 

Campbell coached, 
played and generally 
assisted in all aspects of 
the club right up until the 
bitter end, and it is little 
wonder he feels ‘‘very 
hurt” by the whole affair. 

Similarly, Stewart, a 
player who rarely gives 
anything less than 100 
percent on the park, is 
“very dirty’. about what 
has happened, particular- 
ly since the club was 
offering him a contract as 
recently as three weeks 
ago. 

“When I joined (from 
Brisbane) they impressed 
upon me just how stable a 
club this was,’’ Stewart 
says. 

“T’ve had four coaches 
in that period of two 


years. 

“These sort of things 
should be of concern to 
any player (who might 
join the club). 

“To me, if you show 
loyalty, the club should 
show some in return and 
in this case it hasn’t hap- 
pened.” 

Gloufcev maintains 
that there should be no 
bitterness in the whole 
affair, stressing again that 
it was purely a “business 
decision.” 

“TI can understand the 
hurt of the players being 
no longer wanted by the 
club but I wouldn’t like to 
think there would be any 
bitterness,” he says. 

“You're talking about 
personal friends of mine 
and it hurts the club to do 
it as much as it hurts the 
players. 

“It’s not easy for the 
club to make these deci- 
sions. You must remem- 
ber that the supporters 
are behind the committee 
and have elected us to run 
the club to the best of our 
abilities.” 


Fee Problems 


Which is all of little 
compensation to the 
ousted players who all, 
Campbell aside, have 
been stuck with prohibi- 
tive transfer fees as well 
as having had the sack. 

“Personal friends” says 
Gloufcev of the fired 
brigade.

HERE has been a theory going 
around for a long time that the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Federation has the 


power to solve its loss of international 


quality players. 

All that is required is to insert clauses in contracts 
making these players available for international 
matches, so the story runs. 

Or perhaps the changed football season in Austra- 
lia could make them available in June and July, 
which is to become prime time for international 
games of various categories. 

Time alone will prove whether opinions of this 
kind will hold water at all. 

As it stands, of those overseas, only the like of 
David Mitchell and Jim Patikas haye been seen re- 
cently. 

The definite signs are that only Mitchell (occa- 
sionally) will be sighted in future. 

So Australian Soccer will have to examine the 
realities. 

It has well been said if countries like Denmark, 
Yugoslavia and Scotland can’t stem the flow of their 
players going outside their countries, how can Aus- 
tralia? 

The money that Craig Johnston (ex-Liverpool) and 
Eddie Krncevic (Anderlecht) can command will en- 
sure that they won’t be appearing in club football 
here. 

How can Australian players earn enough to keep 
them here? 

The only possibilities seem to be National League 
Soccer can be changed across to the type of televi- 
sion-motivated and major entrepreneurial deal that 
Kerry Packer carried out to restore the then dying 
game of cricket. 

Clubs would be run major city by major city. 

The alternative of combining outdoor and indoor 
Soccer would not be easy, because the proposed 
winter international games would cut across the in- 
door league to some degree. 

As it stands, and unless the code can fully get its 
act together, the national coach will have to be 
constantly bringing in a stream of new players to the 
Socceroos. 

This situation represents a smaller scale version of 
the manner in which Brazil and Argentina lose their 
stars to Italy and Spain. 

One benefit will be to put the emphasis on Austra- 
lian born and trained players. Too many others are 
still entering through the gates of the visa player 
system.

Much will depend on the Australian Soccer 
Federation’s appraisal of the value of playing the 
Australia-New Zealand international in Bendigo. 

This was the first occasion on which a provincial 
city has staged an international match in Victoria, 
and there have been precious few if any occasions on 
which overseas team have played in country centres 
of any states, with the exception of NSW. 

In fact Alan Lassey, the motivator of the Bendigo 
episode as president of the Bendigo Amateur Soccer 
League, regards the success of last Sunday’s game as 
vital to the future of similar promotions across the 
states for the future. 

It is interesting to reflect on how the Australian 
Soccer Federation put this test case together. 

The executive first asked affiliated states to supply 
applications from provincial centres, 

These came to hand and Bendigo was chosen be- 
cause of the perceived strong support of their City 
Council, allied to guarantees of heavy promotional 
cover from all the local television, radio and print 
media. 

Full international and international club games in 
the past have been contested in NSW at 
cities such as Gosford, Lismore, Tamworth, Armi- 
dale, Bathurst, Orange, Goulburn, Maitland and 
Cessnock, apart from Newcastle and Wollongong. 

There has been too long between these games, and 
the day has arrived when they should be properly 
planned and implemented. 

Consider the closeness of the North and Central 
Queensland cities to the Asian countries, especially 
those on the Pacific rim. 

The ease with which teams f-om those scutres can 
reach Queensland with modern ,t 2% services points 
to the need for a concerted move by Queensland cities 
to put a domestic tour package together. 

Tasmania is just a hop and a step from Christ- 
church. 

And these are but a few examples. 

Carefully put together, there seems to be good 
reason to believe that many provincial Australian 
cities can enjoy international football over coming 
years. 


CROATIA’S star defen- 
der Quenten Watkins 
now has the nickname of 
‘Dominator’.

CHARLIE COOKE 


Charlie was regarded by many as a consu- 
mate ball player with superb close control and 
dazzling speed. 

He started his professional career in Aber- 
deen, Scotland, going directly into the first 
team as a 16-year-old, the youngest to do so in 
the history of the Aberdeen Football Club. Five 
years later he was transferred to Chelsea of the 
English First Division for a British club record 
fee. 

He played at Chelsea for the next 11 years and 
during that time appeared in four Cup Finals; 
the FA Cup finals in 1967 and 1970; the Football 
League Cup in 1974; and perhaps the highlight 
of his career, the European Cup Winners’ Cup 
Final in Athens in 1971 when Chelsea beat Real 
Madrid 2-1. 

He also played many times for Scotland at full 
International level and Scottish U/23 sides. In 
1969 he played for the Rest of the Worid Select 
against Spain in Madrid. 

Charlie's ‘‘World Class” career was recog-" 
nised in the lucrative North American Soccer 
League. In 1978 he signed for the Los Angeles 
Aztecs along with George Best, before moving 
to the California Surf and finally the Memphis 
Rogues. 

After a long distinguished career Charlie 
turned his skills to coaching, first as Assistant 
Coach with the Dallas Sidekicks, then Head 
Coach with Wichita of the Major Indoor Soccer 
League (MISL). He is currently Head Coach of the 
Coca Cola Classic Soccer Ciub in Cicinnati and 
Director of the Wiel Coerver Coaching Schools 
(USA).
